To Keep Recently Constructed High- 


ways In New Hampshire In'Condi- 


tion Many Mtn Are Employed. 


Within the lost ten years 442 mile* 


of -travel roa'fls have been built ID 
New Hampshire at an average/ cost 
of r3,828 per mile. It is clear that 
auto travel would ruin them In a short 
time If they 'were not maintained In 
good condition all the time. To meet 
this necessity several hundred patrol- 
men are employed from the last of 
March to the first of December In 
patching every little run and hole that 
appears, in cleaning the ditches and 
culvert* and in spreading oil lightly 
over the surface. Each patrolman hai 
a section of road assigned to htm and 
is required to furnish a one-hors« 
wagon, a shovel, a rake, • drag and 
such other equipment as is needed for 
his work. If the road is not oiled It Is 
smoothed with the drag after every 
rain; ojled roads do not require fre- 
quent drugging. 
The patrolmen are 


paid an average wage of $8.25 the 
day. In 1015 the total cost of mnin- 
ta!nln.g these roads was $240 the mllo. 
The road officers of New Hampshire 
reckon that well-mnintuined gravel 
roads cost about $250 the mile an- 
nually less than any of the more ex- 
pensive types of road for the class of 
travel on four-fifths of the through 
routes in the state. 
On one-fifth of 


these routes the travel is too henvj- to 
he carried by gravel and more expen- 
sive construction 
is necessary; no 


amount of maintenance of a gravel 
road will make it strong enough to 
carry more than a certain density 'of 
travel, particularly where automobiles 
are numerous.

CANCELING TRAINS 


Chicago, Sept. 24.—Highly satisfac- 
tory results from rearrangement of 
passenger train schedules and runs 
in the fifteen slates of the central 
department are noted in a 
report 
made ..public .here today by (R. H. 
Alshton, chairman of the committee 
of the central department 
of 
the 
Railroad "War Board. 
Passenger service 
w.as 
curtailed 


for the sole object of conserving man 
power, fuel and locomotives for the 
more Important war work, and Mr. 
Aishton's report shews that the sav- 
ing amounts to 9,201,327 train miles 
a year. Thus far the economies are 
at the rate per annum of 1,660 men, 
989,399 tons of coal, 203,097 barrel 
of oil and 320 locomotives. 
"In most cases where a train was 
annulled, 
additional 
coaches were 
added to other trains," says the re- 
port. "In some cages mixed trains 
were found able1 to render adequate 
service. In other cases more stop- 
pins places were added to the sched- 
ules of regular passenger trains."
